A New ana Macccinmi Jlotof. 


The Now Orleans Picayune gives a 


long account ot a trial on one of the 
street railroads ot that city of a mo- 
tor propelled by ammonia gas, toe trial 
having in every way proved perfectly 
satisfactory and successful. 
This gas, 


which is little more than one-half the 
weight of air, is powerfully expansive, 
and when passed through tbe cylinder? 
of a steam engine will operate just tho 
«aae as steam in moving machinery. In 
order to utilize this gas it is stored in a 
strong iron reservoir whioh is carried 
nnder the floor of a car and 13 supplied 
to the engine jast as steam is used from 
a boiler. 
In order to be able to 


carry enough ot the gas to drive the 
machinery for any considerable time the 
gas is forced by powerful pumps into the 
reservoir on the oar until a pressure of 
from 180 to 200 pounds to the square 
inch is reached, its force being indicated 
by a'gauge, much the same as a steam 
gauge. Each car is supposed to carr 
enough gas to make a round trip. Ther 
is, of course, no fire, smoke, steam no 
heat, and the propelling appliances sr 
compactly stored beneath the floor of th 
car, which in external appearance or in 
ternal accommodation, ia in no way dif 
ferent from tko ordinary street cars, save 
that it stands a little higher on its wheel 
to mate room for the machinery under 
naath.
